A Fall of Fifteen Inches in hirty- 


six Hours at Paterson, 
a . N. J. 


No Such Damage in That City Since 


the Flood of 1810-—Loss of 
Life. 


Railroads Stopped in Every Di- 
rection—Depots Full of Sub- 
urban Passengers. 


Embankments Thirty Feet High Swept 
Away Bridges and Mills done 


Paterson, N. J., Sept. M- Ons of the most 
extraordinary storms within the recollection of 
the present generation has prevailed in and 
about Paterson the past two days, and today’s 
storm was accompanied by loss of life. The 
rain fell heavily most of the day, the rain gage 
showtmg a total fail of 4.97 inches for tne first 
twenty-four hours up tod a. m. today, and two 
inches had falten during Friday. Today the rain 
came down with still greater force, and between 
1 and 2 p. m. the rain gage snowed a fall of 3.06 
inebes, making the total for the day 5.92 inches. 
About 8 p. m. the rafa slackened, but still came 
down steadily during the evening. 

THE POTAL FALL 
for the thirty-six hours up tod o'clock tonight 
was fifteen inches. During last night the river 
rose four and a half feet, and che water began 
pouring over the falls one more. All day today 
the river rose steadily, and during the afternoon 
the water gothigher atthe rateof eighteen 
inebes per hour, so that tonight it was higher 
than at any time since 
THE MEMORABLE FLOOD oF 1810, 

which was the highest on record. The Oldham 
Brook, the principal tributary of the Passaic 
near Paterson, just above the city, rose with 
great rapidity, and about 2 p. m. burst through 
the mili-dam at Oidbam. The torrent thus sud- 
denly released rushed furiously down the streum, 
sweeping all before it, including several bridges 
and a part of the borse-railroad track. A brick 


and stone arch bridge erected by the county at 


a cost of $8,000 ten years ago, and recentiy re- 
paired atacostof $6,000 more, on Redwoods 
avenue, near the city almsbouse, was under- 
mined and washed away by the resistiess flood. 
DR. MYERS, 

the city physician, driving up to the institution 
and to visit the small-pox patients, got to the 
bridge as the flood was beating savagely against 
it. Heurged his horse over, and dad barely 
reached the other side when he heard behind 


nim a tetrific roar, and looking back saw the 


whole bridge tumbied into the stream and ear- 
ried down the channel. A massive retaining 
wall of stone adjoining the bridge to protect the 
alms-house property from encroachments by the 
stream also went down with a rush, and in a 
twinkling the mad torrent was eating its way 
into the sandbank on which the alms-house rests. 
At : the food had swept away the pump- 
house coupeeted with the alms-house, and had 
advanced nearly 100 feet into the bank, and was 
within forty feet of the foundations of 

THE MAIN BUILDING, ‘ 
a structure about 100 feet long, forty feet wide, 
with two projections forty by sixty feet, one 
story of stone, two of brick, and a mansard 
roof. The building now shelters 175 paupers 
and lunatics, and their excitement became 
frightful as they bebeld the insatiable flood ad- 
vancing steadily toward their home. 

MARTIN ROSSITER, 
a gentleman aged about 70 years, lives ina pleas- 
ant cottage along the river bank, near the out- 
let of the Oldham Brook, with his family, and 
bad some fine stock on his farm. About 8 o’cloek 
he tried to drive along the road near the river, 
when the flood came down with such a sudden 
rush that before he could get out of its way he 
was swept intothe swift current of the river, 
and, with horse and wagon, was whiried down 
and out of sigkt before any one could extend 
him a helping band. 

ALL THE CELLARNS 
cellars along the river below the falls were 
flooded, and several of the adjacent milis had 
their lower floors filled with water, to the great 
damage of their machinery. The shops of the 
great locomotive works had to shut down on ac- 
count of the great flood. P 
TONIGHT 

the river was flowing over the Bridge-street 
bridge, an iron structure erected about ten 
yéars ago at a cost of $90,000), and it was feared 
the bridge would be swept away. A similar 


fate is feared for the Mam- street and Straight- | 


street bridges, both of iron and costing about 
620,000 each. The flood dashed with such vic- 
lence against : 
~THE LINCOLN BRIDGE, 
above the city, that it finally gave way, and 
went down with a mighty crash. The bridge 
consisted of two iron spans, very substantiaily 
built, one span about MO feet and the other 
abut ninety feet, resting on an island in the 
river. The bridge cost about $60,000 in all. It 
was one of the best bridges in the country, the 
masonry and superstructure being of the most 
subétantial character. The Hohokus stream 
also feit the effects of the great storm, and last

In the pleasurable excitewent of general 
prosperity in a season just crowned with an 
abundant harvest, and one promising. the 
husbandman & full market and fair prices for

In a city containing 100,000 voters 
beth political parties combined cannot make 
out a list of thirty-three persons of ordinary 
fitness and respectable assoctations and qualifi- 
cations to represent one-fifth of the population 
and property of the State in the highest and 
most important department of our Govern- 
ment. It is idle for the voter, Whether a Re- 
publican or Democrat, ou election-day to com- 
plain of the character of the men his party 
has selected as ite candidates; he may be 
50 disgusted us to be disposed to vote for the 
opposing candidates; but if he take up the 
candidates on the other ticket he will find an 


array of names duplicates in every sense of 


unfitness of these put up by his own party. 
Wiiat is the remedy, if there be any, for 


this condition of alfairs? The election in 
this State this year will take place in the 


first week of November, But every man 
knows that that election only confirms the 
choice of candidates previously selected by 
the primary meetings, and that the real selec- 
tion of persons tor office is made at the pri- 
mary meetings. If a citizen wants t have 
proper persons selected for office he must go 


to tue primary meeting and there labor and 


vote to chat end. But what chance is there | 


at the primary meeting? Asa general thing, 
we candidly confess there is little; these 
meetinas have fallen into disgraceful abuses, 
which corrupt our whole election system at 
its fountain. This, however, can be cor- 
rected. The remedy is with the people who 
are interested. That remedy is the puri- 
fication .of the primary. To show that 
the primary can be purified it is 
only necessary to refer to the example of the 
Twelfth Ward during the last ten days. There 
the efficacy of honesty and fair dealing, and 
especially the facility with which primary 
meetings can be made honest. fair, and satis 
factory, was clearly and emphatically demon- 
strated. What was done in that ward is pos- 
sible in all wards, and the voters who are ex- 
pected to vote for the nominees of primary 
meetings have only to refuse to vote for any 
candidate not selected by an honest primary.

CHICAGO ASSESSMENTS-—THE REMEDY. 

Controller Gurney and South-Town-As- 
sessor Drake are both right toa certain ex- 
tent in the apparent controversy between 
theui over the assessment of Chicago proper- 
ty. There is no doubt that the assessment as 
a whole is absurdly low. The real and per- 
sonal property of this city is valued at about 
$103.000,000 for taxable purposes, when iis 
actual value is probably not less than $500,- 
000,000. But, to illustrate the system of 
assessment which is responsible for this un- 
dervaiuation, Mr. Gurney selected certain 
blocks in the business district of the South 
Side, This illustration standing alone would 
inci¢ate that the deficiency in the assessment 
is due to the low valuation of property in the 
South Division. Fortunately, Mr. Drake has 
a complete answer to any intimation of that 
kind, The assessment of the prop- 
erty. real and personal, in the South 
Town is $8,000,000 more this year than 
it was three years ago, while the val- 
vation of the property in the West and North 
Towns is about $800,000 less than it was three 
year§ ago. It will scarcely be contended 
that the increase of valuein the property of 
Chicago has been entirely in the South Di- 
visiun. Any such theory would. omit from 
eonsideranon ali the improvements that had 
bean made within three years in the North 
and West Divisions, besides making no al- 
lowance for the Increased value of real es- 
tate and the additions to stock of goods and 
hougehold effects. It may be that not enough 
has been added to the valuation of the South 
Town, but certainly much more has been 
addéd in proportion—$8,000,000—than in the 
other two towns, where $800,000 has been 
taken away from the valuation of 1879. 

Mr. Drake says that the rule of assessment 
is one-third of the actual value of property at 
a forced sale, which averages about one- 
fourth the ordinary cash value. If Mr. 
Drake, in assessing the property of the South 
Town, had raised his average from one-third 
to ohe-half the value at forced sale, and the 
Assessors of the West and North Towns had 
adhered to the old rule, the discrepancy would 
have been so glaring as to create persistent 
opposition to the payment Ot taxes in the 
South Town, The first and mest important 
consideration in law and equity is to secure 
uniformity in valuation, in order that the 
property-owners and business-men of one 
section shall not be required to pay more 
taxes in proportion than those of other seo- 
fons. But it is evident that so long as there 
shall be a separate system of assessment for 
each of the three towns into which the City 
of Chicago is divided it will be the aim 
of each Assessor to see that his con- 
stitgents do not pay a larger proportion than 
those of the other Assessors. In view of the 
pressure for an increased assessment as the 
only means for enabling the city to raise a 
revenue adeyuate to its present necessities, 
Mr. Drake seems to have acted more fairly 
an the other Town Assessors within the 
city; but the rivairy between the towns on 


this question has operated to prevent any 


material increase in valuation. 

The only way in wiich the valuation of the 
property of Cnicago for taxable purposes ean 
be advanced to anything like adeauate pro- 
portions and at the same time assure unl- 
formity of assessment is to consolidate the 
thrée assessment districts into one. In order 
to do this it is necessary to unite the three 
townus—North,’ South, and West .Chicago— 
under one township organization. An at- 

wt was made to do this in 1879, but falied 
use the Supreme Court deelared uncon- 
stitutions! dhe particular statute under which 
the change wns made. The genefal law of 


township organization provides that “two | 


comtiguous towns” may be united when une- 


' 


voters in each of the three towns and unite 
them one by one: but it will be better to 
undertake this than not to oring about the 
consolidation at all. It would seem, how- 
ever, that the Legislature might easily amend 
the later law of 1877, applying to territory 
embraced within any city, in such mapner 
as to make it conform to the requirements of 
the general law. It is very certain that the 
only remedy against insufficiency and in- 


equality of assessments in Chicago is the 


consolidation of the three towns, and some 


careful measure should be adopted by the 


next Legisiatute to enable Chicago to do this 
with the least possible trouble, but in such 
manner as will be sustained by the courts.

EGYPTIAN INVASIONS. 

The Pall Mall Gazette, philosophizing 
upon the recent war in Egypt, indulges in 
some historical reminiscences which show 
that Egypt has been preéminentiy the land 
of invasions. Cambyses commenced them 
and was followed by Artaxerxes, Alexander, 
and Amrou, who marched overland from the 
East. Amrou, who was the Caliph Omar's 
trusty General, won Egypt away from the 
Greeks for the Mohammedans in the year 
630, deteating the Greeks near Cairo, who 
thereupon retreated to Alexandria, where 
they held out for fourteen months, not being 
subjected to such ironclad devastation as 
was Arabi Bey, and they finally surrendered. 
The most powerful effort made for its re- 
covery was by Louis LX. In 1250, who landed 
at Damietta, where Abdailal Bey is now 
holding out. He defeated the Satacens and 
took possession of the town, but a few 
months later he was defeated at Mansourah, 
where he and his Whole army were taken 
prisoners, 

Napoleon’s great invasion of Egypt was in 
178. On the 18th of July Of that year he 
reached Alexandria with 30,000 men and the 
next day tie took the city. Two weeks after 


| that he defeated the Mamelukes at Rama- 


nieh, Nine days later he became master of 
Exypt by the total defeat of Murad Bey in 
the great battle of the Pyramids, and two 
days afterwards he entered Cairo. The next 
motith Nelson destroyed the French fleet in 
Aboukir Bay, but he could not disturb Na- 
poleon’s pusitien. In 1801 the English in- 
vaded Egypt to drive out the French, and on 
the Alst ef Mareh Abercromby won the bat- 
tie of Alexandria against 27,000 - French, 
though he lost his own life. Two months 
later the English entered Cairo. At this 
point they were joined by the English 
forees from Bombay under Gen. Baird, and 
the united forces then marched against Alex- 
andria, when the French army capitulated 
and evacuated Egypt. The second English 
invasion of Egypt was in 1807, when the 
Turks declared war at the instigation of the 
French, Gen. Fraser, at the head of 5,000 
men, took Alexandria on the Ast of March, 
but during the next month was compelled to 
retire from Rosetta with much loss, and ul- 
timately to evacuate the country. 

The Gazette, studying these various in- 
vasions, arrives at the conclusion that a feree 
which does not advance from the coast at 
once upon the key ot Egy pt—Calro—whether 
from the east by the desert road or up the 
Nile before its rising, is predestined to fail- 
ure. The affirmative of this proposition was 
certainly proved by Sir Garnet Wolseley’s 
advance and aitack from the east, and his 
speedy occupation of Calro, which closed the 
war. Had the advance been made from 
Alexandria upon Kafr-el-Dwar instead of 
from ismailia upon Tel-el-Kebir,~ disaster 
might have beeh expected, if the Gazette’s 
proposition is a sound one,

HOW THE meres ay Sg EXAGGER- 

It is to be deplored that the prohibition is- 
sue is not submitted fairly by the people who 
support it, As a rule, those in favor of co 
ercive temperance legislation make high pre- 
tensions to moral superiority; yet, as a rule, 
all the declarations which they put forth in 
regard to prohibition are so exaggerated as 
to touch upon the region of uftruth A 
striking instance of this fact is furnished by 
the platform adopted at the Prohibition Con- 
vention held in New York State during the 
past week, which starts off in the following 
extravagant style: 


Believing and afirmimg that tne liquor traffic 
ig a crime against good government, an offeuse 
against public welfare and against God, we 
further deciure that human brutherbood, the 
precepts of Coristianity, the aws, Nauonal 
perity. and the teachings of a wise political 
econumy demand absolute prdébibitdion of the 
manufacture, importation, and sale ot all intox- 
icating liquors as a beverage; that this probibi- 
tion should be grounded ia the organic lav of 
the Nation and the State, and should thus be 
kept sacred from the frequent disturbances of 
legisiation, eto. 


It is simply unreasonable to denounce the 
sale of liquor as acrime against good gov- 
ernment, an offense against publie welfare, 
and against God.“ Is there no good govern- 
menton earth? There is certainly no Gov- 
ernment which treats the selling of liquor as 
a crime, and the Government which should 
undertake to do so would make itself con- 
svicuous for its lutolerance. If the element 
of orime enters into this question at all 
it consists in the act of drinking rather than 
selling liquor, for it Is certainly a greater 
* offense against public welfare and against 
God ” to drink intoxicating liquor than it is 
to sell alcohol which may be used f or medic- 
inal or mechaaical purposes. But it can 
scarcely bea crime“ to drink so jong as 
the church continues the use of wiue fur the 
communion table. The fact is, that the zeal 
of the Probibitianiste betrays them into ridic- 
ulously extravagant statements. Intemper- 
ance is certainly an offense against society 
aud the public welfare. Goverument does 
what it can to repress intemperance by pfovid- 
ing pudishmeit in those Cases where it be- 
comes an infraction of public order. Other 
influences of society—the church, the home 
circle, business relations, etc.—-are expected 
todo mach more than Government can do 
for the repression of this vice. But the 
offense of intemperance does not warrant 
Government taking the ground that wen 
shal] not drink tewperatély, or that it shall 
be a. crime to sell the exiract of corn, tha 
juice ot the grape, or the product of the bar- 
ley. Good government needs to be founded 
in good policy. It is not good policy o cou- 
étrue appetite as a crime, ner to unddertake 
the enforcement of laws whien experience 
proves to be impracticable. It is not good

and the authorities. Itis not good policy to 
abate the public revenues upon an unsub- 
stantial theory of “crime” in the dewon- 
strated absence of the power to coerce popu- 
lar n to such a theory, Wise 
political economy“ does not teach any of the 
doctrines laid down by the Prohivitionists in 
the wild language they are accustomed to 
employ. But there isa reason for their re- 
sorting to extravagance In terms. No mod- 
erate or practical interpretation of the 
province of Government justifies the attempt 
at universal prohibition of the manufacture 
and sale of liquor, and they are forced to use 
exaggération in order to advocate the ex- 
treme measure which they propose. Unless 
the manufacture and sale of liquor is a 
“crime,” Government has no authority to 
prohibit it so long as the people sustain it by 
drinking liquor. Hence the Prohibitionists 
ass ume it to be a “ crime.”

THE PROGRESS OF THE CAMPAIGN, 

The nomination of candidates in this city 
for Congress has already made some prog- 
ress. In the First District the list of candi- 
dates seems to have closed'with Messrs. Ald- 
rich, Coy, und Dore, unless Mr. King may be 
still incladed in the list. A new feature in 
this canVass, and seemingly a good one, is 
the appearance of all the candidates at pub- 
lic meetings in the severai wards, and a full 
and frank discussion by them of public 
affairs, particularly of matters pertaining to 
Ohicago iaterests in Congress and with the 
Government at Washington. This system 
brings the several candidates in direct ac- 
quaintance with the voters of the district, 
and we have no doubt Is fully appreciated 
by the public. The meetings, we understand, 
have been largely attended, and the interest 
in them grows as the time for nomination 
approaches. : 

The Second District, which is Democratic 
by any, majority that party may decide to 
have, has nominated Mr. Henry F. Sheridan; 
but ina district where the Democratic vote 
is so exclusive the possibilities of several 
candidates are large. Already one independ- 
eht Democrat, Mr. Curran, is announced, 
and daring the next six weeks there may be 
several more. The election is a free one, 
and open to ail. 

In the Third District Col. George R. Davis 
has been nominated for retiection. As the 
fact that he is unquestionably the choice of a 
large majority of the Republicans of his dis- 
trict has become evident, the Republican op- 
position to his election has been abandoned. 
The tender of Republican votes to Mayor 
Harrison if he would be the Democratic 
candidate was made in behalf of a very few 
persohs, and, as it was declined, will hardly 
be renewed by any others. 

In the Fourth Distriet Mr. Adams and Col, 
Thomas have been having a most harmonious 
and dignihed canvass preliminary to the 
nomluating convention. It has been earnest 
afd continuous, with what result the action 
of the convention can alone decide, 

No candidates have been suggested by the 
Democrats so far im the Kirst, Third, or 
Fourth Districts. 

The nominations for the State Legislature 
have been so far very few. Of course, 
George White has been nominated for re- 
election to the Senate in the Ninth, Tenth, 
and Eleventh Wards district, and two friends 
af White have been nominated for Repre- 


sentatives in the same district. As the Re- 


publican leaders in that district control the 
bulk of the Democratic voters, these candi- 
dates may be said to be certain of election. 
The candidacy of any Demeerat will at least 
be only nominal. 

In most of the districts the number of per- 
sons seeking the nomination is very great. 
Some who are named are respectable per- 
sons who would ereditably fill the places 
they seek, but unfortunately many are not 
of that class, It is stated that employés of 
the Post-Office are proposed iu some of the 
districts, and whether any of the force em- 
ployed by the Internal Revenue Department 
want to go to the Legislature we cannot say, 
Human nature is, however, in all probabil- 
ity, the same in both branches of the pubiic 
service, 

Within a few days there has been an or- 
ganization of the Prohibition party in the 
city with a view to nominate candidates for 
the Legislature. Whether this movement 
means seriously to contest in this county for 
places for that body will depend on develop- 
ments to be made at a later day. Hardly less 
important to the people of this city will be 
the election of five County Commissioners to 
succeed an equal number whose terms expire 
this fall. No selections have been made for 
these places, which reaily ought to be non- 
partigan, and ought to be filled by responsible, 
respectable, and intelligent citizens, at least 
reasonably superior to corruption, For the 
county offices the number of nomination- 
seekers is legion.

Shipments Stil) 

Decreasing—The Prospects of the East- 
erm Roads for This Winter Not Very 
The ra ds leading East from this city are 
getting raged. For weeks have the Man- 
agers of these roads been predicting an increase 
in shipajents, but instead of an increase nearly 
every weekly statement shows a decrease. The 
week just past was no exception to the general 
rule, and the record of shipments again shows a 
decreasé, During the past week the total ship- 
ments of flour, grain, and provisions by the six 
lines leading Bast from this city amounted to 27,- 
187 tons, agaiust 20,812 tons for the week previous. 
For the borresponding week last year, when the 
Eastern roads ciaimed not to be contracting any 
new business at this point because the Eastern 
limes bad so large a local traffic that most of 
them had become blockaded, the shipments 
Bast from this city amounted to 57,086, or more 
than twice as much as the same roads took out 
of this city during the past week. It is certainiy 


that east-bound shipments from this. 


city should be ao light at this season of the year. 
The crobs have been very prolific everywhere 
in the West, and grain is coming forward quite 
freely. The Suuthwestern Assoviation roads run- 
ning into this city are now doing a heavier busi- 
ness than ever before. But nearly all they bring 
iu either goes into elevator or goes East the 
lake lines.

THE COURTS. 
Suit Over a Dead Trotting- Horse. 

A motion was made yesterday morning to 
set aside the judgment rendered about ten 
days agoin the suit of John Hoffman, for the 
use of Jere Dunn, against Frederick Leavens 
aes Gore. This was a suit on a replevin 

ven by Leavens in 1879 to get posses- 
sion of the trotting-mare Lady Alice. In 
1878 Dunn, who was then the owner of the 
celebrated trotting-mare, borrowed ‘$1,000 
from Leavens, and gave him a bill of sale for 
mare as security. In 187%, Dunn nat 
having paid the debt, Leavens demandeil 
— of the mare, and, as Dunn re- 
sed, took it on a writ of repievin. In this 
suit he gave a replevin bond of $2,000, with 
Gore as his bondsman; but, being out of the 
city at the time the trial caine on, the suit 
went against him by defauit. Mean- 
while, on the same day that v- 
ens replevined the mare from Dunn 
a man named Cornelius Mahoney, now 
in the Post-Office, replevined it from 
Keavens, Mike McDonaid going on his re- 
levin bond. The affidavits say that Ma- 
oney had no pretense of ownership, and 
began this suit as the tool of Dunn, and as 
soon as he got the mare he turned her over 
to Dunn. unn then took the mare to 
Michigan, where she soon afterward died in 
arace. About the same time all of the pa- 
pers in the Mahoney replevin suite, includ- 
ing Mike Mebonald's bond, were stolen 
from the files. This left Dunn ahead just 
$1,000, But. notwithstanding that, he began 
a suitagainst Leavens and Gore on the first 
replevin bond. To this suit Gore putin a 
plea, but owing, it is said, to an assurance 
from McDonald that it would not be prose- 
cuted, neglected to watch the case or pre- 
pare for trial; and the result was that the 
case was tried ex parte, and a verdict given 
against him for $2,000. ‘The application Sat- 
urday was to set this judgment aside, and on 
hearing the affiidavits read the Judge at 
once ordered the verdict to be set aside and 
a new trial granted. 


A Nice Question as to Tax Titles. 
An argument was hati yesterday before 


Judge Gary on the petition for mandamus io 
the case of P. E. Stanley against E. F. C. 
Kiokke. Stanley had a tax title on a piece 
of land, but the affidaviton which the deed 
was issued did not state that he had served 


the uisit notice on the owner or occupant 
of the as required by law. Desiring sub- 
sequently to begin an ejectment suit, he dis- 
covered his title had this flaw, and ap- 
plied to the County Clerk to amend bis affi- 
davit and have a new deed issued to him. 
The County Clerk refused, and Stanley filed 
2 —_— te compel him to issue the desired 


The parties appeared before Judge Gary, 
and County-Attorney Bliss stated the facts. 
The Judge was inclined to think it was a 
proper case fora mandamus. He thought it 
was the business of the County Clerk to see 
whether the papers on which the deed was 
issued were sufficient or not. 
Mr. Bliss argued that it would be devolv- 
ng a heavy responsibility on the County 
Clerk to make him in fact a judicial officer. 
Either the affidavit on which the deed was 
founded was a record, and must be corrected 
as all other records by a bill in chan- 
cery, or, if it was not a record, the party 
ought to be permitted to prove the fact inde- 
pendent of the deed. If the County Clerk 
was to be made a judicial officer instead of a 
municipal one, he might be applied to half a 
dozen times to issue deeds on a lot, if the 
| bee 9g desired to amend or change his affi- 
av 
The Judge said that the owner of the lot 
ought to have an opportunity to be heard if 
he desired to, and he would therefore re- 
serve his decision until notice was served on 
the owner of the application for a new deed. 
The matter will probably come up again 
Tuesday. 


A Netghbore’ Quarrel. 

A sealea verdict for the plaintiff in the 
case of Nicholas Cordell vs. James Keenor 
was brought in in the County Court yester- 
day morning. Keenor-owrs the lot at No. 
3615 Wentworth avenue, and Cordell owns 
the next one north. Cordell’s house is built 
about three feet north of his line 
and he supposed Keenor’s house 
was built exactly on the line. ‘There was no 
fence between the lots, and Cordell claims 
that fora leng. time nor’s people have 
been been looking into his house through 
their side windows and have been throwing 
things out on to the heads of members of his 
family. To prevent this he erected three 
barricades as close as he could to Keenor’s 
house, effectually shutting up his windows. 
Then he covered the planks with sheet-iron 
and painted them black. The sombre aspect 
of the view from his windows exasperated 
Keenor and he took his little hatchet and 
knocked the barricades down. Cordell put 
them up again and they stand today. Then 
he began a suit for trespass in the County 
Court against Keenor, ying his damages at 
$1,000, Meantime he iscovered that 
Keenor’s house was not built 
the line and he thonght the barricade 
might be on his ground. Surveyors were 
cal in, and, after nice measurement, Cor- 
dell's surveyor swere that Keenor’s house 
was but an inch and an eighth off the line, 
while Keenor’s surveyor swore it was fully 
two and an eighth inches off. After a great 
deal of oratory on the part of the counsel 
the jury awarded Cordell $75 damages. 
Keenor was mad and entered a motion for a 
new trial. 


The Oornell Quo Warranto Case. 

In the case of The People ex rel. Charles 
Walsh against Paul Cornell, to test the right 
of Cornell to act as South Park Commis 
sioner under appointment by the Governor 
of the State, a demurrer was filed yesterday 
by the State’s-Attorney to the second plea, 
on the following grounds: 

„That the statement that the Governor of 
the State of illinois had the right and au- 
thority in and by virtue of the Constitution 


on 


aud laws of the State to fill all vacancies oc- ‘ 


curring in the Board of South Park Com- 
missioners is a conclusion uf law. 

Second, that the plea does not set forth the 
provision of the Constitution nor the law of 
the State under and by virtue of which the 
Governor was vested with the power to fill 
the vacancies in such office of Seuth Park 
Commissioner. 

The argument on the motion for leave to 
file the petition was had some weeks ago and 
the merits of the case virtually decided. 
Since then the petition proper has been filed 
and pleas put in in reply. The present steps 
are preliminary to a final decree, so that the 
case can be appealed.

**Chicage Beef” Becoming as Familiar 
in Baltimore as ‘Baltimore 
Oysters ” in Chieago. 


Special Correspondence of The Ohicago Tribune. 

Baltimore, Md., Sept. M. — The importa- 
tion of American cattle into England and 
Continental Europe soon attained such vast 
proportions as to provoke unfriendly legisla- 
tion in the interests of “ protection.” But it 
has overleaped these barriers, and at the 
same time attracted millions of European 
capital to the immense cattle ranges of the 
West, and given an hupetus and volume to 
the movement which isno longer content 
with the most advanced conditions of com- 
fort and healthfulness for the cattle in 
transitu, nor yet with the refrigerator ships 
and store houses at European ports. The 
great cattle kings are no longer masters of 
the situation. Thousands of -others have 
rushed in to participate in their immense 
profits. The densely populated States and 
cities of our own sea board have become im- 
patient to share in the “cheap beef” which 
was flowing past them. The “refrigerator 
car” has made its appearance upon all the 
great trunk lines—city atter city has rapidly 
provided itself with convenient store houses. 
and the overflow of the tide which was at 
first intended only for the relief of Europe, 
is now sweeping rapidly over our whole At- 
lantic border. 

CHEAP PASTURES MAKE CHEAP BEEF. 

There is a meaning in all the demonstra- 
tions of Nature. The prairies of the West 
and the savannahs of the South have their 
significance. If “cheap corn means cheap 
pork,” so cheap pastures mean cheap beef. 
Our vast railroad system—the marvel and the 
miracle of our day—so freely denounced for 
its aggressive tendencies—nevertheless em- 
ploys its Brierian arms in offices of benefi- 
eence, and is the obedient servitor of the 
laws of demand and supply. 

The Railway World, ip a recent article on 
the transportation of dressed meats and live 
cattle, says that, notwithstanding the in- 
crease of the transportation of dressed 
ments, a large number of consumers and 
dealers naturally prefer adherence to the old 
custom of killing cattle at or near the points 
where they are consumed, and this, not- 
withstanding the outery against cattle-yards 
and slaughter-houses and the still more in- 
tolerable abattoirs and rendering-estabiish- 
ments:

These palace stock-cars” cost money, and 
the cry is now for cheap beef. This is the 
cry, and he is wise who makes haste to heed 
it. The men who are in the advance of this 
movement are not the millionaires, nor the 
representatives of the great cattle estates of 
the West. When these come to the front (as 
come they must) we shall have need of all 
the stowage that can be provided. City after 
city is preparing, and at Baltimore we find 
the most advanced appliances. At evary 
railroad depot convenient storehouses are 
arranged along the tracks, and the welcome 
announcements of * Chicago Beef” are be- 
coming about as plentiful in de Monu- 
mental City” as the signs of Hal- 
timore Oysters” in Chicago. The 
butchers who at first set up a howl 
for “protection and acry of “frozen meat,“ 
are rapidly accommodating themselves to the 
situation and seeking to share in the advan- 
tage of supplying their customers with cheap 
beef. At one Of the depots which your cor- 
respondent visited yesterday, and where a 
large storehouse is conspicuously lettered 
“Chicago Beet,“ it is no unusual thing to see 
a dozen wagons drawn up in line awaiting 
their turn to be supplied. 

EASTERN STOREHOUSES FOR CHICAGO BEEF. 

On entering this storehouse one is at once 
impressed with the extreme cleanliness of 
everything about him. A mass of ice is 
stored upon the second floor which sends a 
currentof cold air to a carefully constructed 
chamber below, where the beef is suspended 
from a continuous iron rail or track by means 
of some 500 trucks which admit of its being 
freely handled. A uniform temperatare of 
40 degrees is maintained in this apartment, 
light being admitted through three thick- 
nesses of sash. About fifty head of cattle 
are here disposed of daily. The well-known 
firm of G. F. & E. C. Swift are the proprie- 
tors, who have already eight similar estab- 
lishments in Boston, and on Monday last 
—.— another in Central Market, Wash- 

on. 

But the greatest establishment yet devoted 
to this business is the new warehouse of the 
Universal Produce Exchange, just com- 
pleted at Hooper’s wharves, and which has 
only been put in use within the past few 
days. This is beyond doubt the most exten- 
sive and the most complete establishment ot 
the kind in this or any other country. The 
property of the exchange is in the eastern 
section of the city, at the freight termini of 
five railroads, and at the headwaters of the 
Chesapeake y. Their buildings have a 
frontage of 235 feet on Wolf street, and their 
piers and sheltered coves an extent of 630 
feet into the bay, where they have a depth of 
water sufficient to float the largest class of 
ocean steamships. 

A GREAT REFRIGERATOR WAREHOUSE.

Supplies and Prices on South Water 
Street, 

Trade on South Water street is brisk as 
usual in the autumn months, when many are 
making provision for winter in the line of 
fruits and vegetables, both of which, as a 
whole, have seldom been more plenty than 
the present season. Thedaily drain made 
by the almost innumerable grocery wagons 
that crowd the thoroughfare presents an 
aggregate that would be marvelous to any 
but the frequent visitor to that bustling mart. 

In fruits the apple is largely represented, 
though the quality thus far has averaged 
poorly. Most of the apples now for sale on 
the street are from Missouri, where the crop 
is reported the most abundant ever known. 
Some few come from Michigan, and still a 
smaller proportion from this State. Good to 
choice apples may be bought at $2 to $2.75 
per barrel, but the bulk of the stock now on 
the market will range from the lower price 
down to Se per barrel.

Of meions there have been received far 
more than have been eaten, and some have 
found their way to the “demp.”’ as the only 
available disposition to be made of them. 
Many firms have declined to guarantee the 
freight on watermelons, and many car-loads 
have been sold for the freight charges, Several 
thousands of them arrived yes ay, mostly 
from Kankakee County, this State, and were 
held at $10 per 100, but as nobody cared to 
pay that price they will probably sell for $5 
or less. The Michigan nutmeg melon has 
also been wo abundant, and were to be seen 
in front of almost any store, purchaseable at 
the low price of $1 per crate, or about four 
cents apiece. 

Vegetables of all descriptions are plentiful 
and cheap, the dealers remarking with ref- 
erence to several kinds, such as red cab- 
bages, turnips, ete., that re was no mar- 
ket for them, meaning they sold so low 
that it hardly paid to bother with them. 

Potatoes are coming in daily in greater 
abundance than the market requires, and are 
moving slowly at 35@40c per bushel by the 
car-lot or 0@55c per bushel from store. IIIi-

Inducements Meld Out to Harrison 
to Run for Congress—His Golden 
Dreams. 

When a TRIBUSE reporter entered Mayor Har- 
rison's office yesterday morning, he was . seated 
at his desk; to bis right sat Mr. Hitchoeck, of 
the Controller's office, and to bis left George 
Sberwood. Mr. Flower, the attorney of the

& committee of three from each precinct be ap- 
pointed toassist the board in making the first 
registration. 

‘our committee would also suggest that the 
baliots for use at any and all priwartes shall be 
six inches long by two and tbree- quarter inches 
wide, substantially, and that names of all 
persens tu be voted fur shall be printed in plain 
type upon white paper, and that no other bdal- 
lots be received by the judges. 

Your committee would further report that 
they are in favor of precinet primaries, and 
would suggest that immediate action be taken 
t complete a system of registration, and that a 
committee be appointea to perfect a plan for 
precinct primaries. 

Your committee are aware that a plan such as 
they have presented may at lirst glauce appear 
more elaborate and arbitrary than necessary, 
stiil they are convinced that it will receive the 
moral support of every right-minded citizen 
who — to see an honest primary and a fair 
count. 

Mr. Harper said a good deal of machinery 
would be uired to put in work! order pro- 
cinet primaries, and th approacbing were 80 
near that the committee didn’t think it possible 
to do anything in chat direcon at this time. 

Mr. Clark explained the plan at some length, 
being satisfied it was just what was wanted.

The Exposition Dispiay ef Pictures. 

The art galleries of the Exposition have since 
the opening been, as in former years, the chief 
point of popular interest in the big show, and 
the pictures oa view bave been examined by 
great crowds of people, who, tor the most part, 
derive their ideas of current art from the casual 
inspection of these annual collections. That 
the privilege of acquiring a familiarity -with 
paintings and sculpture is restricted to the brief 
duration each year of the Exposition fs a condi- 
tion of things much to be regretted, and not at 
all oreditabie to Chicago. However, tor so much 
as we have let us be thankful, and hope for the 
time when public spirit and liberality shall do 
more for art in Chicago, This year’s collection 
at the Exposiuon may be set down as meritor!- 
ous and interesting, but not especially notable 
for great works. It is a thoroughly good 
illustration of American art, and is pro- 
nounced by those who have seen both to 
be superior as a whole to the last New York 
Academy exibition, where magy of the pictures 
now on view bere were shown. The most strik- 
ing work from a foreign studio is Hennau's 
“ Bal Masque,” which was brought to America 
with the Beigian collection and purchased for 
the Pennsylvania Academy in Philadelphia. 
There is little to add to what has already been 
said of this pietare, whieh is rather a technical 
than a moral success.

Still less encouraging. The season, as far as 
‘sailing vessels are concerned, ts practically 
closed, and the only thing for owners to do is 
to abandon the grain-carrying business for the

“course will be followed by the owners of most 
Sailing vessels engaged in the grain and coal 
carrying trades. Very few vessels, either steam 
or sali, have petted their owners anything 
this season, and many of them have run in 
, debt. Another thing that will operate to deter 
_«@wners of sail vessels from chartering their ves- 
Sele is the fact that the Sailors’ Union bas io- 
creased the wages of sailors 25 per cent, and al- 
though usually a very small percentage in the. 
_ expenses of a vessel, the advance at the presout 
time isan important item. While there is not 
the least question that sailors earn every cent 
they seceive, it is a question whether they 
‘have not made a very serious mistake in 
advancing their wages at this time un- 
der the circumstances. Never before in 
the history of lake wvavigation dave 
carrying rates been so low at this time of the 
year, both down aud up, and to advance sailors’ 
wages in the face of such adverse facts secms 
to umprejudiced people to be a grave mistake on 
«the partof a body of men who can less than 
auybody interested afford to do anything to 
cumpel the laying up of vessels.

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THE LUTHERAN CHURCH. 

MEETING OF THE SYNOD OF NORTHERN 
ILLINOIS. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tripune. 

Mount Morris, III., Sept. 22.—This, one 
of three English Lutheran synods of the 
State, was opened here on the evening of 
the 20th inst by the Rev. H. C. Haithcox, the 
President, with a timely discourse. This 
body has in its constitution à clause forbid- 
ding any man to be a lay delegate to it,“ who 
is engaged in the manufacture or use “oT in- 
toxicating liquors as a beverage.”’ 

A minister who was sent to act as delegate 
from achureh which he supplies was ad- 
mitted as an advisory ministeri ember, 
for as lay representative he could hot act. 

The Advisory Board of Home Missions re- 
posted on the work in Freevort, Rockford, 

noxville, Chicago, and other pdints as en- 
couraging. * 

The Rev. Reeser, from Freeport, gave an 
account of the needs of his field and how the 
Woman’s Missionary Society, whose mission- 
ary he is, is contributing for the erection of 
their new church, 

The Rev. S. B. Barnitz, Western Sec- 
retary of Home Missions, spoke at length of 
the demands of the Western ¢ities and towns, 
and in a touching manner showewWhow mul- 
titudes are waiting for the Lutheran Church 
in the English language, and especially in 
the evangelical form of the General Synod. 
The Rev. L. M. Heilman, a member of the 
board, was also called on, and spoke specially 
of Chicago, whose 200,000 so-called Lutheran 
population was not provided for sufficiently 
and properly in any language. The speaker’s 
— is to have a building as soon as possi- 


le. 

The Women’s Home and Foreign Mission- 
ary Society then held a session to hear from 
some of the churches about the organizing of 
new auxiliary societies. 

The subject of the Swedish Ansgari Col- 
lege at Keokuk, Ia., on Friday morning oc- 
cupied considerable attention. It is designed 
to concentrate in the near future efforts to 
establish a general theological seminary at 
Chicago. a | 

In the evening, the Key. Dr. Unangst,. mis- 
slonary to India for twenty-five years, gave a 
graphic accountof the work in the Guntoor 
and Palnad districts. There are now over 
2,000 communicants there, and a number of 
schools for men and women. A telegram the 
evening before brought the sad news of the 
Rev. A. D. Rowe’s death. He had been one 
of the most successful workers in that for- 
eign field in his day, and was the author of 
several most excellent works on India, its 
every-day life, etc. His is a great loss 
to the church. 

In a session of the ministerium (ministers 
only) several candidates were ordered to be 
ordained on Sabbath evening, when the Rev.

A number of ministers of other churches 
were introduced during the session.

Curmvanua, Mex., Sept. 17.—Yesterday 
afternoon, after our informal reception at 
the house of Gov. Terrazas, we roamed about 
town, doing pretty puch as we pleased, un- 
til evening, when we met Mayor Zubiran by 
appointment, and witnessed a pyrotechnic 
display in celebration of the anniversary of 
Mexican independence. When leaving the 
cars to be drawn to the city, we packed our- 
selves into vehicles which seemed a cross 
between a Chicago mail-wagon and an old- 
fashioned stage-coach, most of which were 
drawn by six muies—four abreast leading, 
and two beside the pole. The driver in each 
case was a swarthy chap, with a wide- 
brimmed sombrero forming a sort of a frame 
for his dark face, and who constantly whis- 
tled to his sextet of mules, urging 
them to a greater speed. When one of these 
Mexican affairs got started it was a sure 
thing that it didn’t stop till it reached its 
destination, no matter what got in the way. 
Our drive whirled us along over bowlders 
and through deep ruts at a rate that threat- 
ened the ahuihilation of the entire party. 

THE CITY OF CHIHUAHUA 

ies in a pleasant valley, with rather low but 
beautiful hills stretching away on every 
side. To the north of the city flows a beau- 
tiful stream of clear, cold water, having its 
source in springs hidden away in the hills, 
and which is one of the few Mexican 
streams that do not dry up during 
the long season of dry weather.

THE FLAT ADOBE HOUSES

owner has decorated the front with vivid 
blue columns. Asa male, the Mexican house- 
holder spends all his efforts in beauti 

the placita and rooms of his house. All of 
the windows in residences. and most of the 
stores are protected by iron bars, that give to 
the city a prisen-aspect, that wears off very 
quickly. These bars permit a Mexican gen- 
tleman to leave his windows wide open 
whenever it is warm, without fear of intru- 
sion by thieves. 

One of the first things that attracted my 
attention as we entered the city was a 
short, blood-thirsty-looking fellow, who car- 
ried a short breech-load rifle over his 
shoulder. While slung to a belt full of cart- 
ridges around his waist was a revolver al- 
most as large as the rifle. He had a second 
belt filled with ri 
if ne could stand a pretty 
by himself. Upon inguiring after 
learned that 

HE WAS A POLICEMAN,

The Hess Acme opera company “opens 
the pall” and begins a brief engagement at, 
the Grand Opera-House with“ Fra Diavolo’ 
tonight. This company has been somewhat 
recoustructed since last season, and has 
added two new ladies to its members of 
whom report speaks favorably. Most of the 

ople in the casts are, however, old favor- 
fee and often heard here before. Nothing 
new is offered for the first week, the detailed 
program for which is as follows: Sunday 
evening, Fra Diavolo“; Monday, “Chimes 
of Normandy”; Tuesday, **Olivette ”;

On Thursday evening at Céntral Music- 
Hall the Litta concert company will give an 
entertainment. Considerable interest is felt 
as to this concert since at least two of those 
who will take part are well known in 
musical circies in this city. Mr, Bereghy, 
the basso, was for some time in the choir of 
St. James’ Church, and Mr. Boscovitz isa 
pianist often heard before in recitais and 
concerts. Sig. Baldanza, the tenor, was 
with the Strakosch company, Miss Reeve and 
Mr. Blumenberg, unless we are mistaken, 
are strangers, and Marie Litta needs no in- 
troduction to a Chicago audience. 


The Birmincham Festival. 

Next to the Bayreuth Festival the most 
important musical gathering ef the year 
abroad was the Birmingham. Festival at 
which four important new work® were heard 
for the firsttime. The English papers are 
filled with accounts of this great affair, the 
program for which ranks as one of the finest 
ever offered to the public at any provincial 
festival. The Birmingham festivals have 
rendered as great a service to musical art as 
the charities which benefit by their sub- 
scriptions. During its existence the Birming- 
ham society has paid to the General Hospital, 
in the interest of which the festivals were 
organized, upward of $500,000, The in- 
crease in net profits this year over 1879 
is over $16,000, Under the au- 
spices of this many “of *the most 
important musical works now extant 
have been introduced to the public, The 
cowpositions are interpreted by the best art- 
ists obtainame for money, whatever their 
nationality may be. Theorchestra numbered 
140 performers, each one a soloist, and the 
choralists were 862 voices, selected from the 
best English choirs. The total receipts for 
the week were $75,055. 

The new works given were Gade’s cantata 
“Psyche”: Sir Julius Benedict's cantata 
“Graziella”: the orchestral serenade of 
Mr. Villiers Sanfurd; the new symphony of 
Hubert Parry: and Gounod’s oratorio of the 
Redemption,“ for which $20,000 was paid, 
and which was regarded by the 1 as 
the crowning work of his life. The crit- 
ics differ in théir estimates of these different 
works, although ail unite in considering the 
oratorio as a remarkable proof of the com- 
poser’s genius: 

“ Grazielia,”’ Sir Julius Benedict's cantata, was 
the leading feature of the tirst evening concert. 
The libretto is founded upon Lamartine's well 
kvown romance, and has been well constructed 
by Mr. Henry Hersee, the sto being told in 
three scenes laid in the Island of ida, in the 
Bay of Naples. The musicistuneful and light, 
and in many respects worthy of Weber himseif, 
who counted Sir Julius as bis favorit pupii from 
el until a4. It was, by the way, on Weber's 
recommendadon that at the of 19 Sir Julius 
was engaged to conduct the German operas at 
Vienna, and was afterward employed in a simi- 
lar capacity at the San Carlo and the Fondo at 
Naples. The choruses are said to be full of 
spirit, and the work isin every way worthy of 
e master’s reputation. 

Of Gade’s new work the same writer says: 
“In the evening the attraction was * Psyche,’ 
the new work by Herr Nieis Gade, a Danish 
composer, who was already wen koown ip mu- 
sical circies. *Psyche’ is pronounced to be his 
chef d’ceuvre. Mr. Troutbeck has supplied the 
libretto of the English version, but bas deviated 
somewhat from the generally secepted story. 
The cantata isina prolog and four parts. The 
principal feature of the first part is an ex quisit 
duet, ligely to become popular on the concert 
stage, for Psyche and Eros, Wo calle? Say. 
who art thou? sung by Mme. Marie and 
Mr. Stanley with brilliant effect. There is also a 
detig&tful trio for Zevhyr and Genii, which was 
given by Mme. Trebeili, Mies Eleanor Farnoi, 
and Mr. Edward Lloyd. Mr. Hubert Parry's 
new symphony was given duri the evening 
but without any particularily striking success. 

Mr. Gaul’s production is callea * singular- 
ly tame and uninteresting.” We have al- 
ready printed comments on Gounod's mas- 
terpiece. Of it the Athenwum says: 

Of the truly gorgeous orchestration with whieh 


‘the work abounds it is neediess to speak at any 


length, for Gousod's mastery of this brauch of 
his artis mnown to all, It may, however, be 
suid that those who only know the oratorio 
througb the pianoforte score can form ap idea 
whatever of the richuess and beauty of the 
effects. Many passages which on paper appear 
insignificant acquire an aitogecher different 
mexuing from their exquisitly tasteful colortng; 
and while it may be conceded that the richest 
instrumentation will not make a bad work into 
4 one, it cannot be denied that appropriate 
employment of the resources of the orebestra 
adds immeasurably to the effect of musical 


ideas which in themselves are worthy of such 


adornment.

UNMAILABLE MATTER. 


A Look into the Inquiry Department 
of the Post-Omice—Spoilt Oanaries, 
Graséhoppers, aud Ostrich Piumes, 

In a little corner of the Post-Office is a de- 
partment very little known to many, but yet 
it is one of the most peculiar branches ofa 
complet organism. It is the morgue of the 
office. Technically itis known as the office 
of inquiry, but its principal features are 
something quite different. It is a veritable 
curiosity shop, and the clerks are connois- 
seurs in peculiarities. The office in itself is 
a little room boarded off from the main floor 
of the Post-Office, and contains desks for 
half a dozen clerks, tables, and pigeon-holes. 
It is a seine which catches all the unmaila- 
ble, misdirected, and partially prepaid mat- 
ter. . 
The postal regulations forbid the passage 
through the mails of glass, confectionery 
explosives, grease, liquids, sharp pointed 
articles, and anything which is liable to in- 
jure other mail. In spite of this prohibition 
many people persist in sending these articles, 
others thisdirect or fail to direct at all, and 
still others do not put enough postage on 
their mail to carry it through. About 350 
pleces are received daily, and hence it be- 
comes necessary to have a distinct depart- 
ment to handle this class of mall. Every 
piece of merchandise in packages is exam- 
ined by regular clerks; and where it is found 
to contain unmallable matter it is turned 
over to this «division. Notices are 
sent to the addressed or the sender, as the 
case may be, and an effort is made to have 
the articles claimed by the owners if possi- 
ble. A visit to the room yesterday opened the 
eyes of a TRIBUNE reporter as to what funny 
thugs people will attempt to have sent 
through the mails. One lady sent to a taxid-

The reiterated statements that the market is 
depressed by large offerings for speedy delivery 
seem to be simply ridiculous when one looks at 
the figures which report the current daily sup- 
ply of corn in that city and compare them with 
the shipments and stocks in store. The visible 
supply of corn increased just about 111,000 bu 
during last week, and is only about a quarter 
of the quantity in sight at this date in 
1881, and one-third as much as was in 
sight two years ago. The movement from first 
hands is of a magnitude to suggest the remark 
of a countryman about the Fulton meat-market 
on bis first visit to New York. He said: “The 
market will surely be glutted today; I bave 
counted three wagon-loads Of meat go in there 
this morning.” 

*“ A few more frosts, and corn will not be worth 
anything,” was the seatentious remark of a 
cynical operator yesterday.

Present Cheapness of Real Estate—A 
Field for Capital, 
To the Editor of The Uhicago Tribune. 
Cu1caco, Sept. 22.—Ordinarily the value of 
real estate, or land more especially, is deter- 
mined by the net income or.rent which it 
affords, or which can reasonably be expected 
for a term of years. Thus 6 per cent being 
rather more than the average return of ip- 
vestments, it may be assumed that a piece of 
property in the city, where the quality of 
permanency of value is secured, which brings 
a net rent of $600 is worth $10,000. Gov- 
erned by a general standard like this, let us 
see what the real status of unimproved land 
is at present in Chicago, and whether it 
brings anything like what the net in- 
come desired would warrant us 
in expecting. Suppose we take 
lots on North avenue, Milwaukee avenue, 
Van Buren street, Blue Island avenue, 
Archer avenue, and State street, in localities 
where it can still be bought at from $100 to 
$125 per foot, and a twenty-five-foot lot 
would cost $3,125 at the higher price. A 
building of brick three stories and basement, 
with stores underneath and flats above, 
would cost say $5,000, making the total 
$8,125. Reckoning the rent of the store at 
$600 and the flats at 8300 each we have a 
rental of $1,200 for the whole. Deducting 
$100 for taxes and insurance we have $1,100 
as net rent. Now, $1,100 on the basis of a 6 
per cent investment represents an actual 
value of over $18,000, more than twice what 
the property cost, even including the build- 
ing, and it follows that the rent value of the 
land only as based upon a 6 per cent net in- 
vestment is $13,000, or $520 per front foot, or 
more than four times its present value. 
Now how many people are there who view 
real estate purchases in this light, and yet it 
is probably the only sound basis on which 
wecan judge of its actual value It makes 
no difference what the land may be selling 
for around it. It may be selling for 
one-half that price, and we call it 
the market value, but the actual value 
can. be dased only on actual returns 
of rent. Were we to take ordipary resi- 
dence property at the same price’ and build 
only one house upon it, arranged only for 
one tenant, costing, say $4,500, the whole 
rent would, on the investment ‘for land and 
house ($7,620), be only about $50 per month, 
or $600 per year, from which, if taxes and in- 
surance ($100) be deducted, would leave 
200 net, or 644 per cent, which is just about 
a fair rate of return for such investments in 
the present state of the money market, and 
which is likely to keep easy rates for — 
to come, when the probability be considered 
that we can so conduct our foreign trade 
that we can manage to retain the precious 
metals we get from our mines, which will 
virtually inflate our currency to the extent 
of $75,000,000 per annum, and money will be 
constantly becoming the cheaper commodity 
in the market. No note is taken of central 
business property, where the price is already 
very high, or of first-class residence prop- 
erty ere abundant wealth enables one to 
gratify every whim or fancy one may have 
in regard to location, but the point to which 
it has been attempted to attract attention is 
this: that there is a very large class of 
property, mainly business, and now reckoned 
only as second or third rate, which 
sells today at — from one-quarter to ONC 
half of its real value as reduced down to the 
standard of a 6 per cent investment, and, ac- 
cording to this standard, there is plenty of 
3 selling now at from $100 to $125 per 
t of which the actual value would range 
as high as from $200 to $500 upon the basis 
we have assumed. If these facts be so, is it 
not strange that moneyed men do not see the 
opportunity for profitable purchases, and that 
the trade in real estate seems to be lagging 
and Simply confined to those who buy for 
occupation only? For one, the writer be- 
lieves that a wonderful change will take 
place in values of property of the class men- 
within the very near future.
